One  of 
the  truths  which  Is  firmly  rooted  In  the 
faith  of  Christian  men  and  women  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  is  that  war 
between  English-speaking  people  would 
not  only  be  h  crime  against  civilization, 
but  ati  unforgivable  breach  of  those 
conimandmcnis  which  are  enslirlned  in 
the  testament  from  which  both  nations 
have  been  bred. 

"From  the  men  and  from  the  people* 
nurtured  on  the  precepts  of  the  Bible 
:  and  on  this  version  came  the  recent 
.statesmanlike  propo.sal  of  the  president 
of  the  United  States  and  the  inspiring

The  flames  licked  up  tho  state  li- 
brary, the  court  of  claims,  the  assem- 
bly library,  the  document  rooms,  most 
of  the  ofliccs  of  the  excise  depart 
nieht  and  the  nuarters  of  the  senate 
finance  committee,  and  Avater  and 
smoke  took  up  th6  wotk  that  the 
flames  laid  down.  The  damage  was  ex- 
tended to  every  part  of  the  building. 
The  fire  was  still  burning  tonight 
in  the  ruins  beneath  what  was  once 
the  beautiful  painted  ceiling  of  the 
state  library  reading  room,  but  water 
kept  pouring  in  from  several  lines  of 
ho.se.  Water  still  dripped  through  the 
ceilings  In  nearly  all  parts  of  the  west 
wing  and  cascaded  down  the  stone 
stairs,  but  the  fire  was  subdued  and 
the  -work  of  repair  had  already  be- 
gun. ^  '  ^  , 
A  hundred  national  guardsmen  stood 

guard  in  the  deserted  corridors  to- 
night, and  fifty  policemen  patrolled 
the  street.t  outside  to  protect  the  dis- 
mantled end  of  the  building.

— Juan 
Sanchez  Azcona,  secretary  of  the  con- 
fidential agency  of  the  Mexican  Insur- 
reutos  here,  departed  tonight  for  San 
Antonio  to  join  Gustavo  Madero,  bro- 
ther of  the  revolutionist  leader.  He 
went  in  response  to  a  telegram  urging 
him  to  attend  the  forthcoming  peace 
negotiations. 

Senor  Azcona  before  deparlng,  point- 
ed out  that  undue  Importance  had  been 
attached  to  the  influence  of  Francisco 
I.  Madero,  Sen.,  in  revolutionist  circles. 
Azcona  said  the  father  of  Madero  was 
not  a  representative  of  the  Insurgent 
cause.  He  said  that  Dr.  Gomez,  head 
of  the  confidential  agency  was  the  only 
one  who  could  apeak  authoritatively  in 
the  United  States  for  the  Mexican  in- 
surgents. Dr.  Gomez  pointed  out  that 
the  revolution  was  not  a  "family  af- 
fair." 

He  asserted  that  the  tnsurrectos  re- 
volted because  they  wanted'  reforms. 
Dr.  Gomez  insisted  that  if  peac''  nego- 
tiations are  to  be  had  they  should  be 
open  and  formal  and  talte  place  in 
Washington.  The  terms  of  peace,  he 
said,  had  been  variously  expre.ssed,  but 
are  set  forth  in  a  general  way: 

The  resignation  of  Gen.  Diaz  and  Se- 
nor Corral  as_  president  and  vice-presi- 
dent and  the  assumption  of  the  provi- 
sional presidency  by  the  minister  of 
foreign   affairs. 

Public  overtures  for  peace  negotia- 
ttlons  to  be  conducted  on  neutral  ter- 
ritory,  preferably   in   Washington. 

Guarantee  of  reforms  assured  by  the 
appointment  of  representatives  of  the 
revolutionary  party  to  half  the  mem- 
bership of -the  cabinet,  the  substitution 
of  provisional  government  by  governors 
representative  of  the  revolutionary 
party  in  order  to  assure  a  free  election 
of  deputies  to  the  national  congress 
which  will  revise  the  electoral  laws 
preparatory  to  the  election  of  a  new 
president. 

"The  forces  of  the  revolution  to  re- 
main under  arms,  and  be  considered  as 
forces  of  the  various  states,  according 
to  the  distribution  of  the  revolutionary 
forces  and  maintained  as  regujar  troops." 

Gomez  added  that  the  selection  of 
De  La  Barra  as  provisional  president 
would  be  welcomed,  as  the  latter  was 
regarded  generally  as  a  maa  of  high 
character.

chapter  of  the  first  Epistle  of  St.  I'aul 
to  the  Corinthians. 

The  hymn.  "God  Moves  in  a  Mysteri- 
ous Way."  was  next  sang,  after  which 
a  brief  but  singularly  impressive  and 
touching  address  was  given  by  Dean 
Doull. 

Seas  Soull's  Seraioa 
Preaching  from  the  text.  "My  Father 
\vorketh  hitherto,  and  I  worketh,"  the 
dean  said  that  words  could  bo  but  very 
few  on  such  an  occasion.  The  voice  of 
the  Individual  must  be  sllenj  for  God's 
voice  alone  could  speak  in  the  lessons 
taught  by  the  wonderful  psalms  and 
prayers  of  that  service.  At  present, 
they  could  but  dimly  feel  the  loss  that 
had  been  sustained  in  tlie  wreck  of  the 
Rechelt  with  the  lives  of  all  aboard. 
Some  of  those  drowned  were  young  men 
who  had  come  out  to  work  and  to  try 
their  fortunes  in  our  far  western  land, 
that  they  might  send  comfort  and  sup- 
port to  dear  ones  at  home.  Such  had 
been  young  Mr.  Henderson.  The  others 
Included  a  much  loved  and  respected  ser- 
vant of  God  in  Mr.  Burns,  who  was  re- 
turning wfth  his  loved  wife,  from  whom 
he  had  been  for  some  time  separated. 
But  no  individual's  loss  to  the  commun- 
ity could  be  felt  more  deeply  than  that 
of  the  captain  and  owner  of  the  little 
ship,  who  had  endeared  himself  to  all  by 
his  sterling,  robust  and  manly  Chrleilan- 
Ity.  Captain  James  was  a  man  who  was 
ever  ready  to  help  anyone  to  whom  he 
could  render  any  service.  The  Boy 
Scouts  present  had  come  to  pay  their 
last  tribute  of  respect  and  affection  to 
scoutmaster.  Captain  James,  who  had 
done  all  he  could  to  make  the  ideals  of 
their  force  a  living  power  in  the  com- 
munity. They  might  well  be  perplexed 
to  know  why  a  life  so  supremely  useful 
should  have  been  destroyed,  while  those 
of  seeming  little  worth  were  spared.  But 
such  bad  been  taken  away  not  for  a  life 
of  Idleness,  but  because  God  had  mpre 
important  work  for  them  to  do  beyond 
the  vale. 

I'A  areat  Sxample" 
ThJe  life  was,  after  all,  but  tho  In- 
troduction—the first  chapter  in  the  life 
of  eternity.  This  was  but  our  school 
time;  our  greater  work  lay  beyond  the 
grave.  God  took  His  people  when  He 
was  ready  _  through  fidelity  and 
through  duty  nobly  done.  These  men 
■  must,  in  God's  eyes,  have  been  fit  and 
1  read.v.  "Let  Ihom  be  dumb,  for  this 
j  was  His  doing!"  Surely  they  could  not 
!  doubt  that  there  was  a  great  work  for 
each  and  all  to  do.  "My  Father  work- 
eth hitherto,  and  I  worketh."  In  the 
memory  of  that  text,  lot  each  of  them 
live  and  strive.  Let  them  work  as 
Christ  himsolf  worked — ceaselessly  and 
well.  The  aim  of  every  Christian  was 
to  be  like  God.  Let  .„m  at  least 
strive  to  the  uttermost  to  imitate  that 
Ideal  character;  to  become  perfect 
workers,  even  as  God.  In  the  midst 
of  their  grief,  they  mourned  esptrOtally 
for  Captain  James,  whom  they  could 
ill  spare.  But  they  would  always  re- 
member him:  and,  thanking  God  for 
Ills  life  and  example,  pray  that  they 
might  follow  the  example  of  puoh  a 
manly  and  noble  character.  Let  all 
present,  and  especially  let  each  •  boy — ; 
strive  to  emulate  the  great  example  of 
their  old  scoutmaster.  Captain  James, 
by  living  a  life  of  purlty^  uprightness, 
courage  and  Integrity.  And  let  each 
try  to  leave  the  world  a  little  better 
a  lltt'e  purer  and  happier,  for  hl.s  life 
and  work,  and  thus  bo  ready  for  the 
call   of  God.   whenever  it  should  conie. 

The  prayers  preceding  the  burial  of 
the  dead  were  then  road,  and  the  con- 
gregation followed  by  singing  "On  the 
Kesurrection  Morning."

The   fact   that  the    new    motor   law — 
as    any    other    good    law — was    not    in- 
tended  to   be  distorted   and   caricatured 
in     its     interpretation     or   enforcement 
was    empha.sized    by   Hon.    Mr.    Bowser. 
To   prevent    the    occurrence   of   accident 
— to    safeguard    life    and    limb    against 
the   recWess;    the   careless   .ind   the   rre- 
sponslble,   wn.s   the  whole  purpose  of  the 
Automobile   Act.     The   motorists   might 
personally    desire    a    preferential    right 
upon    the   city   Htreets   or    the    provincal 
roads,  but  that  would  not  be  in  accord 
with     the    desirable    principle    of     "the 
greatest    goo<l    for    the    greatest    num- 
ber" of  clll7.ens.     And  on  this  principle 
the  government  and  the  legislation  had 
to  stand. 

As  for  the  alleged  inju.stlcc  of  plac- 
ing the  onus  of  proof  upon  the  motor- 
ist alleged  to  be  In  offence,  the  Im- 
possibility otherwise  of  securing  the 
conviction  of  even  most  hardened  of- 
fenders was  duly  emphasized.  The  At- 
torney OenerBl  further  cited  a  few  il- 
luminating precedents  distinctly  apro- 
pos. The  statute  of  OntaHo  was  dr^ift- 
ed  similarly — but  in  that  Eastern  Pro- 
vince the  lawmakers  went  Immeasur- 
ably further,  placing  apon  the  defend- 
ant the  omis  of  disproof  not  only  In 
criminal  prosecutions  for  violations 
calculated  to  prejudice  public  Bafety, 
but  also  In  civil  damajre  suits  through 
which  the  complainants  mlcht  gain 
and  the  defendants  lose  hundreds  of

The  name  of  Mr.  lilchard  McBrlde  is 
often  mentioned  in  connection  with 
federal  politics,  but  we  can  say  with 
perfect  truth  that  he  never  has  done 
anything  towards  Its  introduction  ihto 
such  dlscuaslons.  He  has  said  over 
and  over  again  that  he  finds  in  British 
OluniWw  abundant  scope  for  his  ef- 
forts and  a  field  of  labor  in  which  the 
rewards  ought  to  satisfy  any  reason- 
able ambition.  What,  then.  Is  tjie  ex- 
planation of  these  frequent  references 
to  him?  We  think  the  answer  lies  up- 
on the  face  of  the  facts  as  they  are 
knoTvn  to  every  on«>,  Mr  MrBrid«'8 
administration  of  affairs  In  this  prov- 
ince has  been  conspicuously  successful, 
lie  took  office  when  the  province  was 
almost  discredited  financially;  he  has 
placed  it  upon  a  foundation  that  is  un- 
surpassed for  stability  by  that  upon 
which  the  credit  of  any  government  in 
the  world  rests.  He  has  inspired  the 
confidence  of  capital  In  this  province 
as  a  field  for  investment.  He  has  dem- 
onstrated that  he  possesses  qualities  of 
leadership.

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not

basal  principles  involved  the  case  seem- 
ed  completely  to   overshadow   all   othef 
considerations.

It  took  a  long  time  to  get  round  to 
It,  but  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  has 
had  a  strike  at  last,  after  three  hun- 
dred years  without  one.

It  may  be  well  at  this  stage  to  take 
a  general  view  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  proposed  recipro- 
city agreement.  Months  before  party 
linns  had  been  draw  a  upon  this  question, 
when,  indeed.  It  h.id  not  been  discussed 
editorially  by  the  prb-ss  of  Canada,  and 
at  a  time  when  we  were  able  to  say,  be- 
fore expressing  our  own  views,  that  up 
to  then  the  government  had  received  no 
intimation  through  the  organs  of  public 
opinion  as  to  what  the  general  senti- 
ment of  Canadians  was,  tiie  Colonist  de- 
clared Itself  opposed  to  reciprocity  ne- 
gotiations, although  there  had  been  no 
intimation  at  all  as  to  the  lines  any 
possible  agreement  might  follow.  Our 
objections  to  reciprocity  were  and  are 
today  fundamental.  Let  us  briefly  state 
what  they  are. 

No  study  of  the  trade  relations  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Canada  is 
complete  unless  the  student  looks  across 
the  boundary  line  from  both  sides.  He 
must  endpavor  to  understand  not  only 
•what  Canada  is  likely  to  need,  but  what 
the  United  States  will  In  the  order  of 
things  require.  Indeed  the  situation,  so 
far  as  Canada  is  concerned,  will  be  bet- 
ter understood  if  international  trade  is 
considered  first  of  all  from  the  Ameri- 
can point  of  view.  It  has  been  obvious 
to  all  students  of  political  economy  .for 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century  that  the 
time  was  rapidly  approaching  when,  be- 
cause in  part  of  the  growth  of  popula- 
tion. In  part  bei-ause  of  wastefulness  of 
natural  resources  and  In  part  becaiuse  of 
the  natural  tendency  of  trade  to  broaden 
out,  the  United  States  would  open  her 
markets   to  the  admission   of   Canadian  1  tlclan.        Possibly      like     Mr.     Edward

raw  materials  upon  favorable .  terms. 
Up  to  twenty-five  years  ago  this  was 
"not  as  evident  as  it  began  about  that 
time  to  be.  Canadians  were  inclined  to 
look  upon  it  as  a  favor  to  be  allowed 
access  to  their  neighbors'  markets,  and 
the  people  of  the  United  States  were 
almost  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
they  were  and  would  for  all  time  to 
come  remain  Independent  of  what  Can- 
ada had  to  sell'  them.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances it  is  pot  surprising  that 
both  political  parties  in  Canada  made 
reciprocity  a  part  of  their  platforms,  and 
that  the  Washington  authorities  turned 
a  deaf  ear  to  all  overtures  from  Ottawa, 

About  1890  it  began  to  be  obvious  to 
.qome  people  in  the  United  States  that 
the  exhaustion  of  the  vacant  wheat 
lands  of  tiiat  country  was  approaching, 
and  that  it  would  be  necessary  sooner 
or  later  to  look  to  Canada  as  a  source 
of  supply  of  food  products.  Governor 
Russell,  of  Massachussetts,  a  young 
man  by  whose  untimely  death  the  Re- 
public lost  one  of  its  most  promising 
statesmen,  led  a  movement  for  better 
trade  fclations  with  Canada,  which, 
fiowever,  did  not  survive  him,  but  the 
seed  then  sown  has  been  bearing  fruit, 
and  by  slow  degrees  the  thought  has 
been  filtering  into  tho  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States  that  they  could 
Hot  remain  independent  of  the  resources 
of  th»'  Northern  Half  of  the  Continent. 
It  seemeO  ^cftho  Colonl8li\'hen  Mr.  Taf t 
suggested  reciprocity  to  be  as  clear  as 
tiie  noon-day  sun  that  tho  time  was 
close  at  liand  when  through  self-inter- 
est the  United  States  would  find  Itself 
compt-llod  to  remove  every  obstacle  to 
tho  ndmlRsion  of  Canadian  raw^  products 
i  Into  that  couniry.  and  that  his  over- 
I  tures  for  reciproitUy  were  due  to  this 
'  fact,  and  to  it  alone.  H(>nco  we  declared 
ally  reciprocity  agreement  to  be  abso- 
lutely unnecessary,  because  va  would  In 
any  event  receive  at  any  early  day  every 
advantage  that  wo  could  hope  to  derive 
from  one  without  having  to  give  up 
Huylhing  in  return. 

But  we  hove  also  opposed  the  agree- 
ment because  It  may  prove  mischievous. 
Cann4a  today  stands  in  a  position  of 
fiscal  Independence.  One  of  the  objec- 
tions raised  In  this  country  to  what  may 
be  called  the  Ctaambsrlaln  poHoy  waa

HERE   AND    THERE 

To  devote  a  (leliglitful  ftftf^rnoon  in  a 
strange  and  VjeauUrul  cl;y  to  forwaitl- 
Ing  the  cause  of  Homo  Missions  and  to 
■feel  it  rovvard  enough  to  have  muKfil 
her  'hearers  to  action,  was  evidently 
the  experience  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  Macdonald. 
wife  of  the  editor  of  the  Toi-onto  Globe. 
Mrs.  MiK;d<)nal(l  is  the  secretary  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  to  the  ilome  Mis- 
sion .Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  ('anada  and  it  is  esisy  to  believe  tliat 
the  success  of  the  movement  is  due  in 
no  small  dpgree  to  her  zeal.  Mrs. 
Mlchehe*,  the  president  of  "the -Women's 
Missionary  Society  of  St.  Andrews 
Church,  in  a  very  few  woras,  expressed 
her  pleasure  in  welconilng  Mrs.  Mac- 
donald and  introduced  her  to  the  audi- 
ence. 

It  gave  her  great  pleasure,  the 
.STioaker  said,  to  meet  the  members  of 
the  society  in  Victoria.  She  had  to 
lead  reports  and  often  tried  to  imatginf 
the  women  who  sent  them  from  all 
parts  of  Canada.  Slie  would  know  the 
Victoria  ladies  now.  She  wanted  to 
say  first,  that  when  four  years, ago, 
she  assumed  office,  she  did  not  think 
it  possl'ble  that  she  could  ever  address 
an  audience,  even  of  women.  When 
first  a  a5)eaker  had  failed  her  and  she 
found  that  it  devolved  upon  her  to 
address  a  missionary  meeting:  in  the 
town  of  Seaforth,  in  the  Huron  district, 
the  anticipation  filled  her  with  di6»may. 
She  lived  througli  the  days  preceding 
the  meeting  by  absolutely  (putting  the 
thought  of  it  away  from  her.  Still 
she    was   very    nervous   when    the    time 

cam*  to  sueaik.  but  fouhd  that  she  was 
able  to  .plead  for  the  cause  she  had  at 
heart  Since  that  she  had  addressed 
many  meetings,  Inclu-ding  presbyteries 
and  synods,  and  now  believed  that  the 
only  audience  she  would  he  rfeally  afraid 
of  was  the  general  assembly.  What 
she  had  done  any  woman  could  do, 
and  she  hoped  many  of  her  hearers 
would  'before  long,  be  worMng  in  this 
way  for  the  ca«se  of  Home  Mlssionb. 
Tills  must  be  done  by  volunteers  for 
there  was  no  TnAney  to  sipare  In  each 
district  for  the  salary  of  a  secretary. 
Mrs.  Macdonald  then  gave  a  rapid  and 
very  interesting  sketch  of  the  work  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  do- 
ing in  Western  Canada.  The  need  for 
the  home  mission  work  was  caused  by 
the  great  immigrration  pouring  Into  the 
country.  In  the  two  preceding  years 
nearly  a  half  million  had  been  added 
to  the  population  of  Canada.  This 
was   a   greater   proportionate    increase

In  tho 
Methodist  and  EpiscopaHwn  churches 
this  need  had  been  recognized  and  each 
had  a  hundred  deaconnesses  employed 
in  Canada.  The  Presbytrlans  had  but 
two,  one  in  Prince  Rupert  and  one  In 
Manitoba.  Dr.  Kllpatriok,  who  had 
been  working  in  Kootenay  had  reported 
that   a   deaconness  could    do    fur    more

among  the  women.  Even  a  man  could 
see  that  they  needed  help  and  advice 
in  their  homes  but  he  could  not  give 
It  to  them'.  The  uniform  of  a  deacon- 
ness was  respected  everywhere  and  she 
can  fill  a  plfvce  in  moml  reform  work 
into  which  other  good  •women  cannot 
enter.  There  Is  a  great  need  in  pur 
own  countb',  iMrs.  Macdonald  believes, 
for  young  women  to  devote  themselves 
to  this  work. 

Presuming  that  her  hearers,  were  fti- 
millar  with- the  work  of  the  medical 
missionaries  in  their  own  province,  thti 
speaker  did  not. dwell  on  the  hospital 
work  at  Atlin  and  at  Telcgrafih  Creek, 
where  Dr.  Ingalla  Is  stationed,  except 
to  say  that  when  word  had  come  for 
one  nurse  to  go  to  Telegraph  Creek 
the  .board  had  decided  that  two  nurses 
were  required,  which  had  proved  to  be 
tlie  case.

He  had  a  Boys'  Ho'me  where 
twelve  Gallclan  lads  were  being  pre- 
pared to  be  teachers  among  their  own 
people.  This  home  had  cost  ja.OOO  and 
each  'bor  received  a  grant  of  $50  fron^ 
the.  society.  There  oug-ht  to  he  four 
or  Ave  of  these  homes  among  the  60,- 
000  Gallcians  of  the  district  The  chil- 
dren went  to  the  public  school  but 
received  their  training  In  other  respects 
from  the  matron.  There  ought  to  be 
a  Girls'  Home  In  the  same  town,  but 
Dr.  Hunter  did  not  consider  this  need 
as  great  ««  that  of  those  Vor  boys. 

A  gra-phic  descriiptlon  was  given  of 
the  work  done  in  a  little  Saskatchewan 
town  by  Miss  McLeod  who  was  the 
one  nurse  in  cliarge  of  a  hospital  con- 
taining four  or  five  patients.  She  was 
a  slight  little  woman  who  won  the  con- 
fidence  of     the     Galician     women,  who 

trooped  into  her  clean  room  when  Iri 
trouble,  cpverlng  her  well-scrubbed 
floor  with  wiow  and  mud,  all  unwitting 
of  the  trouble  they  gave.  It  was,  how- 
(wer  hv  such  patience,  that  she  was  able 
to  Induce  these  Galician  mothers  to 
allow  her  to  .briiig  their  Uttle  ones 
from  their  crowded,  dirty  homes  to  the 
hosjiltal  where  recovery  was  possihle. 
Xuraes  had  to  be  preipared  for  any 
emergency  and  instances  were  given 
where  precious  lives  were  saved  by 
their  skill  and  presence  of  mind.

I.  Vagrant  "dogs  and  iSiits  brought  to 
this  laboratory  and  purchased  here 
sha.^1  be  held  at  least  as  long  as  at  the 
city  pound  and  shall  be  returned  to 
their  owners   If  claimed  and  Identified. 

II.  Animals  in  the  laboratory  shall 
receive  every  consideration  for  their 
bodily  comfort:  they  shall  be  kindly 
treated,  properly  fed.  and  their  sur- 
roundings kept  in  the  best  possible 
.sanitary    condition. 

III.  No  operations  on  animals  shall 
be  made  except  with  the  sanction  of 
the  director  of  the  laboratory,  who 
holds  himself  responsible  for  the  Im- 
portance of  the  problem  studied  and 
for  Jhe  propriety  of  the  precedures 
used  in  the  solution  of  these  problems. 

IV.  In  any  operation  likely  to  cause 
greater  discomfort  than  that  attending 
anaesthetlzation  the  animal  shall  first 
be  rendered  Incapable  of  perceiving 
pain  and  shall  be  maintained  Ih  that 
condition  until  the  operation  is  ended. 

V.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  will  bo 
made  by  the  director  alone,  and  then 
only  when  anaesthesln  would  defeat 
the  object  of  the  experiment.  In  such 
cases  an  anaesthetic  shall  be  used  so 
far  as  possible  and  may  be  discon- 
tinued only  so  long  as  Is  absolutely 
essential  for  the  necessary  observa- 
tions. 

VI.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  experi- 
ment the  animal  shall  be  killed  pain- 
lessly. Exceptions  to  this  rule  will  be 
made  only  when  continuance  of  the 
animal's  life  is  necessary  to  determine 
the  result  of  the  experiment.  In  that 
case,  the  same  aseptic  precautions 
should  be  observed  during  the  opera- 
tion, and,  so  far  as  possible,  the  same 
care  shall  be  taken  to  minimize  dis- 
comforts during  the  convalescence  as 
in  a  hospital  for  human   beings.

Sir, — I  was  Interested   In  the  letter  of 
your     correspondent,     R.    W.    Clark,     In 
today's  Issue  regarding  the  Hindu  ques- 
tfon.       It    certainly    Is    a    matter    that 
demands  Justice  being  done  these  people 
at  the  earliest  possible  time.      Any  one 
who   has   looked  at   the   question   at  all. 
cannot    fall    to    see    that    these    people- 
British  subjects — are  suffering  under  an 
Injustice.       Why    should   they    be   denied 
equal    rights    to    the    Japs.    Chinese    or 
Negroes'?      I    have   been    living    In   India 
some   years,   and    wlien    I   came   to  Can- 
ada— the    latid    which    I    always    under- 
stood was  for  liberty  and  justice  to  all 
—I    was    surprised    to    find    that  justice 
Is     badly    meeted    out    *o    the    Hindus. 
Most    of    those    people    here,    I    under- 
stand,   are    Sikhs,    a    race    well    known 
as  most  loyal  adherents  of  British  rule. 
A     Sikh    Is    well    known    as    tall,    well 
built  and  decent-looking   man,   brave  to 
the    death    and    amenable    to    discipline. 
How  loyal  they  were  during  the  Indian 
mutiny   of    1857    Is  well    known.       They 
fought    shoulder    to   shoulder    with    our 
brave   troops   during    that    terrible    time 
trying  to  quiet  tlie  rebellion.      In  other 
wars    of    the    British    race,    they    have 
always  shown  themselves  worthy  of  the 
name  of  a  British   subject. 

Every  attempt  la  being  made  in  India 
to  enlist  the  sympathies  of  the  natives 
on  behalf  of  Bt-Itlsh  rule.  Their  princes 
have  been  encouraged  to  visit  England, 
the  people  to  interest  themselves  In 
public  works,  education  and  Internal  re- 
forms, to  supply  troops  for  the  general 
service  of  the  empire.  ElecHviB  muni- 
cipalities have  been  created  in  the  cities, 
a  share  in  the  administration  of  the 
country,  etc.,  and  yet  when  these,  our 
own  subjects,  come  to  this  Ian  d  of 
liberty  and  justice  to  all,  they  are 
treated  worse  than  those  who  are  not 
British    subjects.

Speed  of  Motors 
Sir. — Tlie  dei)ate  in  the  Colonist  on 
the  new  motor  Iraffio  law  of  this  prov- 
ince Is  most  timely,  and  It  must  be  ad- 
mitted by  unprejudiced  people  with  any 
practical  knowledge  of  the  subject  that 
the  objections  made  by  some  of  the  op- 
pdnents  of  the  measure  are  not  without 
Justlflcation. 

Having  motored  some  2-4,000  miles  in 
U.  S.  A.  (without  ever  being  charged 
with  speeding)  1  may  be  admitted  to  be 
competent  to  express  an  Intelligent 
opinion  on  the  subject.  The  act  seems 
to  me  to  be,  in  the  words  of  the  Colon- 
nlst,  "contrary  to  the  whole  spirit  of 
the  administration  of  the  criminal  law" 
In  requiring  the  motorist  to  prove  that 
his  accusers  are  wrong  and  he  right  on 
a  matter  of  fact,  Instead  of  requiring 
the  prosecution  to  prove  ttielr  case  be- 
yond refutation,  especially  as  the  tim- 
ing by  police  watches  Is  admitted  by  all 
practical  men  to  be  a  very  Inaccurate 
and  utirellable  method,  -ven  If  carried 
out  by  expert  timers,  which  of  course 
the  police  never  can  be.  Jn  London 
magistrates  have  recognized  this  fact, 
and  have  taken  the  evidence  of  the  mo- 
torists' cyclometer  "as  evidence  that  the 
police  were  mistaken,  without  any  re- 
nectlon  on  the  judgment  or  good  faith 
of  the  officers. 

Moreover,  even  If  the  police  timing 
be  absolutely  correct,  what  criterion  of 
careful  and  reasonabae  driving  Is  speed 
—speed?  If  exceeding  the  limit,  often 
assuredly  low,  be  Ipso  facto  an  offense; 
keeping  within  the  limits  is  logically  a 
defence  and  must  relieve  tbe  motorist 
of  responsibility  under  circumstances 
where  he  ought  not  to  be  so  relieved. 
Every  motorist  knows  that  there  are 
pans  of  cities  where  eight  miles  an 
hour,  or  even  six,  would.be  criminal 
ncKllgence,  and  that  ^here  are  plenty  of 
other  places  where  20  or  25  miles  are 
perfectly  safe  and  reasonable;  This 
fact  la  now  widely  recognized  in  Europe 
but  unfortunately  the  tendency  out  here 
is  not  to  be  guided  by  the  experience 
of  Europe,  but  to  fly  to  experimental 
legislation  based  on  the  half-baked 
measures  enacted  by  seml-clvlllzed  com- 
munities In  the  United  States .  In  that 
spirit  of  petty  parochlRHiMn  which  Is  s6 
cluiracterlstlc  of  local  legislation  "south 
of  the   line." 

The  exigencies  of  the  case  might  be 
fully  and  competently  rriet  by  requiring 
th.j  motorist  to  exercise  reasonable  care 
In  driving  or  to  be  charged  With  "driv- 
ing to  the  common  danger,"  leaving  the 
magistrates  to  decide  at  their  discre- 
tion whether*  true  case  has  been  made 

The  S-mlle-an-hour  limit  Is  In  any 
case  ridiculous,  every  spavined  Old  cab- 

hor.se  exceeds  It.  and  is  much  less  un- 
der control  ns  regards  stopping  nwl 
turning  thun  a  motor  car  at  double  that 
speed.  Tills  limit,  as  applied  In  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  other  large 
cities,  has  resulted  only  in  bringing  the 
law  into  such  contempt  that  It  is  prac- 
tically a  dead  letter,  though  It  leads  to 
abuse  of  their  powers  by  police  olTlcers 
who  can  at  their  discretion,  or  through 
por.sonal  aninuislly.  legally  arrest  care- 
ful drivers  whose  offense  Is  technical, 
and  who  have  in  no,  wny  eiidnngered 
tlie  safety  of  the  public,  II  has  also  en- 
abled small  villages  on  m«ln  motor 
roflils  to  enrlcli  themselves  nt  tlie  ex* 
pf-nVe  of  unoffending  motorisl.s  by  en- 
acting absurd  restrictions  and  imi>oslng 
fines  for  what  are  offenccp  within  (heir 
limits  but  are  perfectly  IorhI  proceed- 
ings as  soon  as  the  village  boundaries 
are  pnHt.
